lourtyflve days from the date on which copies of the Gazette 
of India in which the said notification was published were 
made available to the public; 

And whereas, the copies of the said Gazette weie made 
available to the public on the 26th December, 1981; 

And whereas the objections and suggestions received 
from the public or the draft rules have been considered by 
the Central Government; 


Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Hub-section (1 ) oF Section 23 of the said Act, the Central 
Government, after consultation with Central Committee for 
Food Standards, hereby makes the following further to 


amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1935, 
namely :— 

RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Fourth-Amendment) Rules, 1982. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of theii publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, in 
Rule 2, in clause (e), after sub-clause (iii), the following .sub- 
clauses- shall be inserted, namely :— 

“(iv) in the case of an ordnance factory or equipment 
factory, the General Manager of such factory or 
equipment factory or both".
